BR  Cartoonist 
Wins  Second  Place 
In  National  Contest 

WACO,  Texas — Jack  Hamm  had 
additional  reason  today  to  be  proud 
of  his  combination  of  religion  and 
cartooning.  It  was  a  check  for  $200 
and  the  second  place  medal  in  car¬ 
tooning  in  Freedom  Foundation's 
1952  National  contest  for  promotion 
of  the  American  way  of  life. 

The  awards  were  announced  by 
Freedom  Foundation,  Inc.,  at  Val¬ 
ley  Forge,- Pa.,  on  Feb.  22,  Wash¬ 
ington’s  Birthday. 

Hamm  is  a  member  of  the  art 
faculty  at  Baylor  University,  and 
he  appears  twice  weekly  on  tele¬ 
vision  shows  in  Houston.  His  big¬ 
gest  job — and  at  the  same  time, 
least  remunerative — is  that  of  syn¬ 
dicating  free  of  charge  a  weekly 
religious  cartoon  to  more  than  300 
newspapers  in  English  speaking 
countries  around  the  world. 

(Editor's  Not*:  Hamm's  cartoon 
appears  resolarly  in  the  Baptist 
Record.) 

The  youthful  artist  valued  his 
prize  in  the  national  contest  most 
of  all  because  it  indicated,  to  him, 
a  recognition  of  religion  as  pri¬ 
mary  in  preservation  of  democ¬ 
racy  That  is  the  very  thing  he  tries 
to  emphasise  in  his  weekly  car¬ 
toons.

We  grow  at  home  by  what  we 
do  outside  of  ourselves;  but  we 
can’t  do  outside  ourselves  what  we 
should  do  without  being  strong  our¬ 
selves  and  growing  at  home.  This 
is  only  a  roundabout  way  of  say¬ 
ing  that  home  missions  and  foreign 
missions  are  two  phases  of  the 
same  thing.  For  this  reason  it  is 
fitting  that  we  have  a  special  Sun¬ 
day  set  aside  for  emphasis  on 
home  and  foreign  missions. 

The  world  is  looking  at  America 
today  more  critically  than  ever 
before  in  our  history.  For  decades 
the  world  has  listened  to  what  we 
have  proclaimed  by  words  con¬ 
cerning  such  ideas  as  democracy, 
the  innate  worth  of  individual  per¬ 
sonalities,  and  the  Christian  way

To  Tour  Mississippi  For  Ministers  Retirement  Plan 


American  churches  have  started 
a  militant  movement  which  prom¬ 
ises  to  be  the  most  effective  move¬ 
ment  yet  taken  against  Commu¬ 
nism.  It  has  an  appeal  which  can¬ 
not  be  matched  by  any  other  op¬ 
position  to  Kremlin  dictatorship. 
With  the  cooperation  of  millions 
of  American  Christians,  it  promis¬ 
es  to  start  a  movement  which 
may  well  lead  to  freedom  for  op¬ 
pressed  nations.  ^ 

There  is  a  good  reason  why  Com¬ 
munism  tries  to  wipe  out  religion 
as  one  of  its  first  steps  in  setting 
up  a  tyranny.  Men  live  by  hope, 
and  when  hope  is  gone  they  per¬ 
ish,  spiritually  if  not  physically. 

There  has  been  no  secret  of  the 
campaign  of  the  Kremlin  to  wipe 
out  belief  in  God.  Churches  have 
been  destroyed  or  converted  into 
warehouses,  the  clergy  have  been 
persecuted,  the  observance  of  the 
Christian  holidays  forbidden.  But 
faith  is  proving  hard  to  kill,  and 
we  are  still  united  with  the  cap¬ 
tive  peoples  by  our  common  belief 
in  the  power  and  goodness  of 
God.

Schneider  To  Be 
Southern  Seminary 
N.  T.  Lecturer 


Dr.  Johannes  Schneider,  oat¬ 
standing  conservative  Baptist  New 
Testament  scholar,  has  been  invit¬ 
ed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Southern 
Seminary  to  be  visiting  lecturer  in 
New  Testament  for  the  1952-53 
session. 

Dr.  Schneider,  successor  to 
Adolph  Deissman  of  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  Berlin,  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  lecture  in  advanced 
elective  courses  and  graduate 
seminars. 

The  scholar  is  the  only  Baptist 
on  the  fsculty  of  a  divinity  school 
in  a  German  university.  Nazis 
drove  Dr.  Schneider  from  h  i  s 
school  during  World  War  II  and 
captured  and  strangled  Dr.  Sch¬ 
neider’s  colleague  in  opposition  to 
Nazism.

By  way  of  the  Florida  Baptist  Wit¬ 
ness  Fred  T.  Barnett  quotes  from 
a  mimeographed  memorandum 
handed  to  the  sailors  of  one  of  our 
Navy  supply  ships  as  it  approached 
the  city  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 
Entitled,  “What  To  Do  In  Halifax,” 
the  |ta|ier  named  some  spots  of  his¬ 
torical  interest,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  its 
swimming  pool,  and  a  few  facili¬ 
ties  for  outdoor  sports  and  then: 

“For  those  seeking  sophisticated 
pleasure,  there  is  tlie  Med-O-Club 
situated  on  a  small  lake  about  3 
miles  from  the  outskirts  of  tlie  city. 
Reservations  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible.

I  would  like  to  know  what  is  the 
reaction  of  the  enlightened  and  in¬ 
telligent  Catholic  laity  to  such  an 
article  as  this.

II.  Luke's  Method  as  a  Historian 

Luke  1:1-4.  Luke  was  not  an  eye¬ 
witness  for  the  Lord.  But  when  he 
decided  to  write  his  history,  he 
determined  that  he  would  write 
nothing  as  a  fact  before  he  had 
carefully  examined  all  the  evi¬ 
dence  supporting  the  fact  or  deny¬ 
ing  it.  We  believe  God  approved 
that  purpose  on  the  part  of  Luke. 
This  world  would  be  a  better  place 
if  we  all  would  do  that,  refuse  to 
give  circulation  to  vague  rumors, 
refuse  to  publish  reports  harmful  to 
the  reputation  of  someone  else  till 
we  have  ascertained  whether  the 
report  be  true. 

Luke  found  an  abundance  of  ac¬ 
counts  more  or  less  short,  concern¬ 
ing  things  supposed  to  have  been 
said  or  done  by  the  Lord,  and  he 
set  himself  the  arduous  task  of 
separating  the  false  and  the  true 
and  setting  in  order  the  true  as 
his  account  of  the  life  of  our  Lord. 
Because  of  this  method  employed 
and  painstakingly  prosecuted  by 
i,  Luke  has  given  us  a  narra- 
1  tive  of  events  in  the  life  of  our 
Lord  and  an  account  of  the  won¬ 
ders  wrought  through  the  Spirit  of 
Truth  by  the  reigning  Christ  with¬ 
out  which  our  New  Testament  and 
thg  body  of  our  Biblical  literature 
would  be  woefully  the  poorer. 

You  see  what  the  first  step  in  his 
method  was*:  He  brought  himself 
and  all  that  was  his  to  the  Lord.*’ 
“All  that  was  Luke's  was  so  much 
more  than  all  that  is  mine, 
though”.  There  was  Dorcas!  All 
that  was  hers  was  a  needle,  but 
any  woman  might  well  be  proud 
to  achieve  the  reputation  Dorcas 
won.  Samson  had  only  the  jawbone 
of  a  defunct  donkey,  but  he 
wrought  havoc  among  the  enemies 
of  his  country.  David  had  only  a 
sling  and  some  half-dozen  stones 
from  the  bed  of  the  brook,  but  he 
beheaded  the  champion  of  the  ene¬ 
mies  of  his  country.  And  the  line 
would  “stretch  out  to  the  crack  of 
doom”,  of  those  who  brought  what 
they  hatf  to  God  and,  under  His 
blessings  won  notable  victories  for 
Him  on  every  field  of  action  in  all 
the  moral  universe. 

III.  Luka  as  th*  Companion  and 

Halpar  of  Paul

ministered  to  the  aging  Paul  as  a 
physician  would  naturally  minister 
Vo  an  old  man  whose  natural  pow¬ 
ers  were  abating.

Report  On  Blanshard  Speech 


DUBUQUE,  la.  — (RNS) —  The 
Ana  mesa  (Iowa)  Council  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  protested  the 
action  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  Gazette 
in  publishing  a  one  and  one-fourth 
column  report  of  a  speech  deliver¬ 
ed  in  Cedar  Rapids  by  Paul  Blan¬ 
shard. 

In  a  resolution  of  nearly  1.000 
words,  the  Roman  Catholic  Lay¬ 
men’s  group  declared  that  Mr. 
Blanshard 's  speech  “was  violently 
sectarian  propaganda  and  its  pub¬ 
lication  was  a  gross  violation  of 
journalistic  canons  " 

“The  article  was  not  published 
for  the  sake  of  giving  the  public 
any  real  news.”  the  resolution 
stated,  “as  it  omitted  several  of 
the  fundamental  and  most  reveal¬ 
ing  elements  regarding  the  speech, 
i.e.  (1)  the  place  it  was  given — 


the  First  Christian  Church,  (2)  the 
name  of  the  sponsoring  organiza¬ 
tion,  (3)  the  fact  that  it  was  sup¬ 
posedly  a  political  speech  given  in 
a  Protestant  church,  and  (4)  that 
the  Cedar  Rapids  Ministerial  As¬ 
sociation  refused  to  sponsor  Blan- 
shard’s  appearance  in  Cedar  Rap¬ 
ids — but  was  published  to  give  free 
advertising  and  vent  to  the  age- 
old.  moth-eaten  canards  against 
the  Catholic  religion.” 

“Publication  of  such  anti-Cath- 
olic  statements  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  cloaked  with  a 
quasi-public  responsibility  is  dis¬ 
tasteful,  uncharitable  and  inflam¬ 
matory,"  the  Knights  declared.

But  regardless  of  the  numbers  of 
1  such  letters,  everyone  is  a  thrill  to 
those  who  work  at  Baptist  Radio 
Center  in  Atlanta.  Dr.  S.  F.  Lowe, 
director  of  the  Radio  Commission, 
says,  “Our  broadcasts  involve  a 
great  deal  of  work  —  hard  work. 

,  But  when  we  receive  a  letter  like 
that*  we  know  that  it  is  all  worth¬ 
while.” 

The  range  of  letters  received  by 
the  Radio  Commission  is  stagger¬ 
ing.  Coming  from  many  geographi¬ 
cal  locations,  they  present  a  multi- 
j  tude  of  personal  and  spiritual  prob- 
I  lems.  Notes  come  in  on  cards, 
scraps  of  paper,  and  the  finest  bus¬ 
iness  letterheads.  Some  are  typed, 
others  neatly  written,  and  many 
others  crudely  printed  or  scrawled 
|  in  childish  writing. 

Letters  from  broken  homes,  des¬ 
pondent  individuals,  influential  ex¬ 
ecutives,  hospital  beds,  and  even 
prison  camps.  The  significant  thing 
about  all  this  mass  of  mail  is  that 
each  individual  letter  represents 
some  soul  that  is  seeking  or  search¬ 
ing  for  a  more  intimate  relation¬ 
ship  with  God.
